Pay Pay Roll Tax 


Employers. who operate mutual 
water companies are not exempt 
from California unemployment 


insurance taxes, aceording to H. 
M. Loyan, auditor in charge, San 
Bernardino, audit distriet office, 
Department of Employment. 
Some mutual companies, Loyan 
said, have overlooked the fact 
that most exemptions formerly 
provided by law are no longer in 
effect. Since January 1, 1946, 
such an employer who pays over
